The upshot of tlie conversations of July 30, In .

Hard to 
Imagine, but nol Impossible! the P.R.C. seems 
pleased wltti the way the government on Taiwan 
Is asserting Chinese Interests against Viet- 
namese on somcoffshorc Island groupii. 

Looking at Uie United Stales, Die confident 
Huang Hua — who served at (iic U.N. — claims 
he can "not only paint the skin, but paint t)ic 
bones" — that Is, lie thinks lie can see rlglit 
ihrougti us. 

He's wrong: we're nol (fie paper tiger he 
assumes us to be. But when It comes to 
assessing the turmoil going on inside China and 
Southeast Asia today, 'America's S12-bllllcn-a- 
ycar Intelligence apparatus can't even begin to 
paint the ikin.

HYLESDURY, England - In any list of major 
developments during the , half century — 
tcclinologicol advances, nuclear^ energy 
development, dccoloniallsm. the spread of 
racial equality, the rise and tall of fascism, the 
diffusion of communism — one must give due 
place to women's total chdnge of status in most 
societies. ... 

History ond legend liave often spolccn of 
famous women ' such as Helen of Troy. 
Cleopatra, the Virgin Marj-, Queen Elliabctli I 
of England and the Russian Tsarina Cattierlne 
the Great. Catherine was In many respects itie 
outstanding forerutincr of todoy's feminists; a 
career woman who used her rank In a German 
mlnlstratc to morry the Ciar. employing llie 
hugo RiKslan empire to satisfy hei^amblllon_ 
while "satfsfylng'licr flbldp' with "uninhibited 
license. 

ElizalKth was herself not only » brljliant ruler 
but, perhaps Iwcause of her example, a host of 
IGlli and 17lh century women's libbers suddenly 
appeared. Many wore men's dress, including 
daggers, and cut their hair short. Inspiring male 
counterparts lo denounce lliem as a "mankind 
generation." Iii 1020 a gentleman named John 
aiambcrlalneomplalned? 

"Our pulpits ring continually of Uic Insolence 
and Impudence of women ... for since the d.iys of 
Adam,, women were never so masculine; 
masculine In llielr -genders and whole 
generations, from' the mother to the youngost 
dauRliter." 

This giddy feminist movement did not lonK 
endure. The following century saw Samuel 
Johnson proclaiming: "Sir, a woman preaching 
Is like a dog's walking on his lithdlegs. It Is nol 
done well, but you are surprised to find it done al 
all." 

And as late as 1922. when Albert Efnsleln was 
about to vtsil tradltloniilly sexijit Japan, llio diet 
president asked members if lliey knew about the 
Uicory of relativity and one replied; ■•■'It con;

PARIS — At tlielr receptions, diplomats 
oround the world are exchanging bitter com- 
plaints these days about the way the new 
diplomacy has turrned the tables on ttiem. . 

In Cairo earlier Uils week, one ambassador 
said to another: "Isn't It Infuriating' that we 
hove lo fbid out what's goliw otvfrem the press 
and. the media? Don't you feci terribly 
frustrated?" 

It is true that since President Artwar" el- 
Sadat's discovery of a new diplomatic weapon — 
television and tlic press — the diplomats have 
been getting most of their Information that way. 
Just like everyone else, Inslcod of tlirougJi secret 
reports that can later be Judiciously leaked, or 
riot leaked, to suit some purpose. 

The approach Is not new In domestic politics 
nor Is It limited to democratic countries. 
Generating populor support by dramatic ap- 
pearances and publicity- has long been an 
essential device of Icaderslilp. But It Is new In 
diplomacy, this reaching oul'over the heads of 
other nBllonol leaders to Influence the opinion of

"We know that some plants ' 
kill cvcrythlnR," Suflern said. 
"We also know that some arc ' 
not so deadly. ^Vc want to find 
out why." 

Within the past several " 
weeks, a power plant cpoilnR 
system simulator has been 
completed. Ttiis Is a closed 
system In uliictt all tlie factors 
involved in "entralnmcnl" can 

studied. 
' Enlraimncnt means simply . 
that water Is pumpf^ from a 
take or stream Into, a power- 
plant cooling system, caro'lnr; 
^vitli II risti cgfts. fisti larvae, 
and plankton tn its various 
forms. 

This livinji material, wliich 
cannot be screened out of the 
water at the intake, travels 
througli tlie pipes, the pump. 
, the condenser tubes, and la 
some cases Ihrouith cxxA\nfi 
towers tlien back to the water '

During the enlrainmenl 
Journey. Hie lIvlnR orKunisms 
arc .subjected lo a wide variety 
o( forces: Iremenduus tur- 
bulence, physical pressures 
and vacuum conditions anti 
lemperature'shock. 

Sutfeni said the first three 
years of research with the . 
cooling circuit facsimile will ' 
deal witli'-frcsti water 
organisms. "Wo will Irj- to 
define the (actors in the 
coolinR system model that 
cause mortality," )ic sold. 

To make tliis possible, the 
system is dcslRncd so that tlie 
volume of water pumped 
tlirougli it can be varied, the 
temperature of the water can 
l)c conlroiled, and the living - 
orRonlsms can Ijo inserted 
both bcfiind and ahead at Ihe 
pump, ' 

Tlie new rcscarcli Is a 
continuation of a .proRraro 
bcftun In 1973- In whlc|i-4he 
main concern was with the - 
effects off hear forces on small 
fish. These forces Rrow out of 
water turbulence; counter ' 
currents generated at points 
wlierc sudden and dramatic 
cliaiiRcs in pipe sizes occur, 
and from the frlclionnl forces 
Inside pipes causinR the water 
to travel at different speeds 
ttirougli the pipe. 

Tlie researchers found. 
Suffern says, that shear forces 
do not account for the Iii0i fish 
mortality found In power plant 
cooling systems. 

Coutant said that the current 
research may lead to new 
designs for some elements of 
plant cooling systems, such as 
the water pump, >v h e ly ■ 
cavitation effects (violent 
vacuum conditions followed - 
Immediately by hlgli pressure 
impacts) may be a major 
factor in fish mortality. 

The study will involve not 
only the immediate effects of 
passage tlirouRli a plant 
cooling system but also 
delayed effects, Sutfcrnsaid. 



Aircraft control 
pushed by agency

WASHINGTON - Cen- 
tralized control over the 7-H 
airplanes owned or leased by 
the federal civilian agencies is 
needed to end wasteful and 
unnecessary operations, ac* 
cording lo a General Ac- 
count tng Office study. 

Now, each of the 19 agencies 
which operates its own air fleet 
"has Its own policies and 
procedures (or all aspects of 
aircraft operations and' there 
---arc extensive variations." the 
GAO reported. •These dif- 
ferences contribute to Inef- 
ficient and uneconomical 
aircraft programs making 
government wide policy 
~*"guHlflnce— tor— aircraft- 
proRToms necessary." 

Civilian government 
agencies own 650 aircraft, 
worth at Icosl SW million and 
ranRlnR from slngle-cnRlne 
liRtit planes costing as little as 
$8,000 to large Jet airliners 
costing "Many millions ol 
dollars." 

The agencies also operate B5 
borrowed and leased aircraft 
as well as renting ''several 
thousand more," the report 
stated. 

Authors of Hie report from 
the GAO, whicli is the In- 
vestigative arm of Congress, 
reported they were unable lo 
determine ilie cost o( 
operating all ihei;c planes 
because of Ihe lack of anv 



centralized authority and 
varying - cost accounting 
methods used by the agencies. 

They concluded It was ob- 
vious the cost is in [tie mlllloo: 
ofdollaraayear. - --. 

"Using aircraft to pcrlorm 
various spcdallied missions 
andcarryout routine activities 
has become popular with 
many civilian agencies," Ihe 
report said.- But the agency 
raised questions about 

■ wlicHier the number o( planes 
now on the government- books 
Is necessary and whether 
substantial savings In the costs 
o( operating'thc fleet could not 
be achieved. 
"Agencies, have made only 

- tlic mosl ci'cmentnry efforts to- 
coordinate aircraft program 
actlvltes and no effons have 
been begun to establish 
governmental policies and 
procedures," according to the 
report. 

"Some must lake the lead if 
economies and cfdclencies are 
to.be made in (he civilian 
agency aircraft programs." 
the GHO said. 

"Logically, it appears ihat 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, A'lth Its pollcy'making 
authority and ftovcrnmcntwf dc 
interest, Is in the best position 
to lead federal civil agencies in 
making needed Improvements 
and cstabllslilng a solid air- 
craft program." .
